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No. 8. Announcement of Messages.—When a Message shall be sent from 
either House to the other, it shall be announced at the door of the House to 
which it is sent by the Sergeant-at-Arms, or his assistants, and shall be res- 
pectfully communicated to the presiding officer by the person by whom it: 
is sent. 


No. 4. Transmission of Papers.—Hach House shall transmit to the other, 
with any bill, resolution or memorial, all papers upon which the same shall 
be founded. a 


No. 5. Printing of Bills and Resolutions.—When any bill, memorial or reso- 
lution, is ordered to be printed, sufficient number of copies shall be printed for 
the use of both Houses and the quota of each House delivered to its Sergeant- 
at-Arms. : 


No. 6. Documents Ordered Printed to be Communicated to Each House. 
It shall be the duty of the Chief Clerk of the House of-Representatives and 
the Secretary of the Senate when any document is ordered to be printed in 
their respective Houses forthwith to communicate such order to the other 
House. 


No. 7. Notice of Rejection of Resolutions and Memorials—When any Bill, 
Resolution or Memorial which shall have passed in one House is rejected in 
the other, notice of said rejection shall be given to the House which has passed 
the same. 


No. 8. Five Days Notice and Consent of Two-Thirds Vote--When a Bill, 
Resolution or Memorial which shall have been passed in one House is rejected 
in the other, it shall not again be introduced during the session without five 
days notice and consent of two-thirds of the members voting thereon. 


No. 9. Title and Number of Bills.—The title of every Bill shall briefly state 
its general object, and every bill shall be numbered by the Clerk, and title 
thereof, and the name of the member or committee introducing the same shall 
be endorsed thereon. 


No. 10. Journal to Give Title and Number of Bills—The Journal of each 
House shall give the title and number of each bill, joint resolution or mem- 
orial, but the second and all subsequent reference shall be complete ne re- 
ferred to by its number. 


No. 11. Enrollment of Bills. — When a Bill has passed both Houses it sall be 
duly enrolled by the Enrolling Clerk of the House in which it originated, and 
the fact of its origin shall be certified by the endorsement of the clerk thereof. 


No. 12. Examination of Enrolled Bills —When bills are enrolled they shail 
be examined by a joint committee of three from the Senate and three from the 
House, appointed as a standing committee.for that purpose, who shall care- 
fully compare the enrollment with the engrossed bills as passed in the two 
Houses, and, correcting any errors ‘that may be discovered in the enrolled 
bills, make their report forthwith to their respective Houses. 


No. 13.. Signing of Enrolled Bills by Presiding Officers —Each eneeriea 
bill shall be signed first by.the presiding officer of the House in which it origi- 
nated, and then by the presiding officer of the other Branch of the Legislative 
Assembly in the presence of their respective Houses while in session. 
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No. 14. Notices of Signing Bills to be Given by Presiding Officer.—Upon the 
presentation of an enrolled bill by the Enrolling Committee of either House, 
to the presiding officer for his signature thereto, he shall arise in his place and 
give notice that he is about to sign the same, giving the title thereof; where- 
upon, if any member shall signify his desire so to do, he shall be permitted to 
examine the same, but’ no objections to the presiding officer’s signing the same 
shall be of any avail if the same conforms to the engrossed bill as it passed 
poth Houses.

No. 16. Memorials to Congress to be BEnrolled.—All memorials to Congress, 
or to any officer or other authority of the Government, after they have passed 
both Houses shall be enrolled, signed by the presiding officer of the respective 
Houses, and shall be transmitted by the Chief Clerk of the House in which 
they originated, to thé President of the Senate, the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, or to the authority memorialized, and a copy to our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress. . 


No. 17. Joint Resolutions and Memorials to þe Filed with the Secretary of 
State.—Whenever a joint resolution or memorial shall have passed both 
Houses of the Legislative Assembly, an enrolled copy thereof, duly signed by 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives and the President of the Senate, 
shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of State, by the Chief Clerk or Secre- 
tary of the House in which the same originated. 


No. 18. Conference in Case of Disagreement Between Houses.—In every 
case of disagreement between the ‘Senate and the House of Representatives, 
if either House requests a conference and appoints a committee for that pur- 
pose, the other shall appoint a committee to confer therewith upon the subject 
of their disagreement. They shall meet at a convenient time to be agreed

Section 748. Every person who is a butcher and who slaughters cattle in this 
State and who fails to keep a true and correct record of all marks and ‘brands 
of the cattle slaughtered by him, the name of the person from whom said cattle 
were bought, his residence and the date of the purchase and delivery of the 
cattle, or fails to keep such record open for inspection at his place of business, 
or fails on or before the first day of each month to file a verified copy of such 
record in the office of the Justice of the Peace nearest his place of business and l 
another verified copy in the office of the County Clerk of the County in which 
he resides, and every person slaughtering cattle, who does not keep the hides 
with the ears attached, for ten days after the slaughter of such animal, at his 
place of business or his residence, or who does not exhibit said hide upon de- 
mand of any person, is punishable by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars 
or by imprisonment in the County jail not exceeding six months, or both. 

Section 2. That Section 747 of the Penal Code be amended so as to read as 
` follows: 

Section 747. Every person, who for the purpose of branding horses or cattle 
uses as a brand a sash, frying pan, or any devise whatsoever which can be em- 
ployed or used to obliterate a brand, and every person who shall use any unre- 
corded brand which is an infringement upon any recorded brand, or who shall 
use a like brand in the same position or place recorded by another, is punish- 
able by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the Coun- 
ty jail not ‘exceeding sixty days, or both, and that as so amended the bill be 
concurred in.

That Article I of Chapter V, Political Code, be amended to read as follows: 

Section 1950. The Secretary of Board of Stock Commissioners is the Gen- 
eral Recorder of Marks and Brands. 

Section 1951. Whenever any person wishes to record a brand or a mark, 
application may be made to the General Recorder of Marks and Brands direct- 
ly, who must designate the particular brand, or mark and brand to be used 
by the applicant, defining the position on the animal upon which the brand 
shall be placed. The General Recorder of Marks and Brands must keep a 
record in a book kept by him for that purpose, of all brands and marks that 
may be recorded by him, with the name and residence of the persons recording 
same, which said record book shall be open to the inspection of the public, and 

_ he must also furnish to the owners of recorded brands a certified copy of the 
record of same, which certificates are prima facie evidence of the ownership 
of the brand or mark so recorded. 

Section 1952. The General Recorder of Marks and Brands shall annually 
have published as an appendix to the report of the Board of Stock Commission- 
ers to the Governor, a list of all brands, or marks and brands which have not 
been previously published, and cause the same to be printed and illustrated 
at his own expensé, a sufficient number of copies in pamphlet form for free dis 
tribution to those engaged in stock raising. 

Section 1953. Every person who selis horses, mules or cattle must vent or 
counter brand such animals, and said vent or counter brand must be upon the 
same side of the animal as the original brand and must be a fae simile of the 
original brand except that it may be reduced one-half in size, and the venting 
of said original brand shall be prima facie evidence of sale or transfer of said 
animal or animals so vented. : 

Section 1954. All persons slaughtering cattle must keep the hides with the 
ears attached, for ten days, and persons having such hides in their possession 
must exhibit the same for examination upon demand being made by any per- 
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son, Any person who shall fail to observe the provisions of this section- shall 
be punished as provided in Section 743 of the Penal Code. 

Section 1985. All persons who are butchers and who slaughter cattle must 
keep a record of the marks and brands of the cattle slaughtered by them, in a 
book, subject at all times to the inspection of the public, in which must be re- 
corded the name of the person from whom the cattle are purchased, together 
with his residence and date of purchase and delivery, and on or before the first 
day of each month must make two copies of such record and make affidavit 
to the correctness of same, one of ‘which to be filed in the office of the nearest 
Justice of the Peace and the other in the office of the County Clerk, and any 

“person who shall fail to observe the provision of this section shall be punished 
as provided in Section 743 of the Penal Code. 

That Article II of Chapter V, Political Code, be amended to read as follows: 

Section 1960. The Governor is authorized to nominate, and by and with 
the consent of the Senate, appoint a Board of Stock Commissioners, consisting 
of one member from each of the Counties of Cascade, Choteau, Custer, Daw. 
son, Fergus, Jefferson, Lewis and Clarke, Meagher, Park, Teton, Yalley and 
Yellowstone, and such other Counties as have heretofore or may hereafter re- 
quest by action of the County Commissioners of the County, the appointment 
of a member of the Board of Stock Commissioners therein, and such Stock 
Commissioners upon entering upon their duties must take the constitutional 
oath of office, which oath must be filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 

Section 1961. Each member of said Board so appointed must be the owner 
of cattle or horses in the County for which he is appointed and shall be a resi- 

- dent of said County. The Stock Commissioners hall hold office for two years, 
or until their successors are appointed and qualified, and in case of vacancy 
from death, resignation, or removal, the Governor must, appoint to fill such 
vacancy. : 


Section 1965. It is the duty of the Board to exercise.a general supervision 
over, and so far as may’ be, protect the stock interests of the State from theft 
and disease, and devise and recommend from time to time such legislation as 
in their judgment will foster this industry. The Board may take all necessary 
and lawful steps, procure all necessary and lawful process for the attendance 
of witnesses, and employ counsel to assist in the prosecution of any person as 
hereinbefore provided, and it is the duty of the Board, when necessary, to as- 
sist in the prosecution of any person guilty of any offense against the laws of 
this State in feloniously branding or stealing any stock, or any other crime or 
misdemeanor under any of the laws of the State for the protection of the rights 
and interests of stock owners, and it is the duty of the Board to make rules and 
regulations governing the recording and .use of live stock brands. 

Section 1966. It is the duty of the Board to audit all bills for expenses in 
curred under the provisions of this Chapter, and if found correct to certify the 
same, and the warrant drawn by the State Auditor on the State Treasurer in 
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favor of the party or parties entitled thereto for the amount so certified, shall 
be drawn on the Stock Inspector and detective fund. 

Section 1967. The Board must make an annual report in writing to the Gov- 
ernor on the 3ist of December, and must state therein all the transactions of 
the Board for the previous year. i 

That Sections 2116 and 2117 of Chapter IX, Political Code, is amended to 
read as follows: ` ' 

Section 2116. Any person may record any trade mark or name by filing 
with the General Recorder of Marks and Brands his claim to the same and a 
copy or description of such trade mark or name with his affidavit attached 
thereto, certified to by any officer authorized to take acknowledgements of con- 
veyances, setting forth that he or the firmor corporation of which he is a mem- 
ber, is the exclusive owner, or agent of the owner, of such trade mark or name. 

Section 2117. The General Recorder of Marks and Brands must keep for 
public examination a record of all trade marks or names filed in his office 
with the date when filed and the name of claimant and must not record any 
two like trade marks or names. He must at the time of filing and recording 
-a trade mark or name collect from the claimant a fee of three dollars and must 
publish a list of trade marks or names not previously published in his appendix 
to the report of the Board of Stock Commissioners, with other marks and 
brands. 

That Section 1972 of Article III, Chapter V, Political Code, be amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 1972. It is the duty of the Stock Inspectors and Detectives to arrest 
all persons who shall violate the Stock Laws of this State when such violation 
shall be committed in their presence or which shall come under their observa 
tion, and every Stock Inspector and Detective, upon information that any per- 
son has committed any offense against the laws of the State in feloniously 
branding or stealing any stock, or any offense against the laws of the State for 
the protection of the rights and interests of stock owners, must take the neces- 
sary affidavit for the arrest and examination of such person, and upon warrant 
issued therefor, immediately arrest such person and bring him before the prop- 
er officer and notify the Board of his acts. 

That Section 1801, Article 18, Title 3, Political Code, be stricken out, and 
that as so amended the bill be concurred in.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


The following communication from His Excellency ,the Governor, was re- 

ceived: 
if Executive Office, Montana, ; 
Helena, Montana, Feb. 4, 1895. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate, Fourth Legislative Assembly: 

I have the honor to inform you that I have this day approved the Senate 
Concurrent Resolution ‘relative to lands within the grant of Northern Pacifice 
Railroad.” My reason for approving this resolution is that I am in full accord 
with any step that may be taken for the preservation of our mineral lands, and 
in line with the sentiments expressed in my message to the Joint Assembly 
wish to encouragé action that may prove of practical benefit to the State. The 
Concurrent Resolution says: 

“The Governor of Montana is authorized and requested to employ such 
legal measures aS may be necessary, by injunction or otherwise, to prevent 
the issue of patents of lands to the Northern Pacific Railroad Company within 
the State of Montana and under regulations made by the Interior Department 
of the United States, until such time as the bill relating to the segregation of 
lands within the grant of said Railroad-Company, now pending in the Con- 
gress of the United States, shall become operative as a law or is otherwise dis- 
posed of.” ` 

In connection with the authority granted and the request made in this reso- 
lution. I beg to call the attention of your Honorable Body to the fact that no 
power is vested in the legal machinery of the State to control the official acts of 
the Secretary of the Interior or annul the rulings he may make for the govern- 
ment of affairs in his Department. Whatever I may be able to accomplish in 
the matter of preserving the mineral lands must be done through the employ- 
ment of influential legal advisors, who will in person visit the Interior Depart- 
ment and seek by the proper representations to secure such changes in the 
rulings made as may be deemed necessary to protect the rights of the people 


pending the final consideration of the bill referred to. There is no fund from ' 


which the expenses thus incurerd could be paid, and it is impossible for me to 
take any steps along the line of the Concurrent Resolution without an appro- 
priation adequate to meet all necessary expenditures.

The prosperity 
of this State is so largely dependent upon the prompt and proper handling of 
our mineral and agricultural lands, relative to the matter of surveys and the 
acquiring of patents, that officials in touch with the people have much to do 
with the welfare of the State. To abolish the offices referred to would, in my 
judgment, be a calamity, and I earnestly recommend that Congress be memori- 
alized to retain them.
